For the Black and poor op- 
pressed cnmmuiiity, capita! pun- 
ishment is an instrument of 
blaLant genocide , nearly 60 per 
eent uf i\W inm^têN on death row 
in the C.5 are Black, Chicano, 
Pu e ito RkaA, Natïve American or 
some other minority group, 
Afterdedaring in 1973 thaL the 
death penalty is "cruel and 
ununual punishme ni"' and there- 
fore a violatEon óf the Constitu- 
tkm* the U .S. Suprème Court 
revefsed itselt last July and 
decided that the death penalty is 
legal in murder cases. Since Uien, 
the high court has made a 
mimber óf hazy rulings on the 
issue, finding that death penalty 
statutes are lego! in snme statos 
hut üiegal in olhers.

The Alaskan Eskimo doe tl ^ 
mer.ts the unbelievably harsh and 
rilffieoh eonditions the Eskimo 
peopie eiidure in order to sürvive 
life in their sub-zero environ- 
ment Jhi* film focuses on ihe 
stru^gTé of one family to eke nui 
tf?L bare necessities of life VVhile 
the film plays up the love that 
exEsis among the family mom¬ 
bers. si offers ito explanation 
about why a graup of people who 
are Atneriear, eitixens are allowed 
to live in such substaitdard 


conditinns. 

Critïcizing the bïased nature of 
the film, Kricka said. It does not 
re present Eskimo people as I 
believe they woutd have them* 
sel ves represented. The re is a 
tenderiCy io rep re sent them as the 
filmmakers want them to bc 
portrayed 1 cannot help but 
wonder why not hing has been 
done ubout the poverty in tvhirh 
the Eskimo people live. 

She addüd. ‘The film hurts me 
because l eau not imagine why in 
1977, people are using prieni- 
tive Instruments and goïng 
through si number of unbellevable 
changes just to have a bousc^, 
food and dothrng. This isn t the 
vvEiy Americans want to live. The 
Americans who made the film 
did it withii chockleand a grin."
